row Wilson: 

THANKSGIVING, 1918. 

By the President of the United States of America. 

A PROCLAMATION. 

It has long been our custom to turn to the autumn of the year in praise 
and thanksgiving to Almighty God for His many blessings and mercies to us 
as a nation. This year we have special and moving cause to be grateful and 
to rejoice. God has in His good pleasure given us peace. It has not come 
as a mere cessation of arms, a mere relief from the strain and tragedy of 
war. It has come as a great triumph of right. Complete victory has brought 
us, not peace alone, but the confident promise of a new day as well, in 
which justice shall replace force and jealous intrigue among the nations. 
Our gallant armies have participated in a triumph which is not marred or 
stained by another purpose of selfish aggression. In a righteous cause they 
have won immortal glory and have nobly served their nation in serving 
mankind. God has indeed been gracious. We have cause for such rejoicing 
as revives and strengthens in us all the best traditions of our national his¬ 
tory. A new day shines about us, in which our hearts take new courage and 
look forward with new hope to new and greater duties. 

While we render thanks for these things, let us not forget to seek the 
divine guidance in the performance of those duties and divine mercy and 
forgiveness for all errors of act or purpose, and pray that in all that we do 
we shall strengthen the ties of friendship and mutual respect upon which 
we must assist to build the new structure of peace and good will among the 
nations. 

Wherefore, I .Woodrow Wilson, President of the United States of 
America, do hereby designate Thursday, the 28th day of November next, as 
a day of thanksgiving and prayer, and invite the people throughout the land 
to cease upon that day from their ordinary occupations and in their several 
homes and places of worship to render thanks to God, the ruler of nations. 

In witness whereof, I have hereunto set my hand and caused the seal 
of the United States to be affixed. 

Done in the District of Columbia this 16th day of November, in the year 
of our Lord 1918, and of the independence of the United States of America 
the 143d WOODROW WILSON.

REUBEN SMITH TELLS OF LIFE 
WORKING IN FBENCH EYACUA- 
TION HOSPITAL. 


The following letter from Reuben 
Smith Jr., who was born in South San 
Francisco and spent a good deal of 
his life here, has been received by 
his mother, Mrs. Reuben Smith. The 
Smiths are now making their home 
in Oakland. Reuben Smith enlisted 
in the United States Medical Corps 
about one year ago: 

Med. Dept. 

Le Foyer Du Soldat, Union France- 
Americains, October 17, 1918. 

Mother Dear: Wrote you on the 
10th, just three days ago. We have 
been quite busy, but last night I 
really had a whole night’s sleep—and 
it was quite an occasion. I’ll try and 
tell you a little about where we are— 

I mean about the place. It is an 
evacuation hospital, where patients 
are brought directly from the fighting 
lines by means of ambulances and 
trucks and operated on, where the 
wounds are dressed. We remove the 
bullets or pieces of shrapnel from 
the wounds, and then they are sent 
farther back to base hospitals. 

It isn’t much of a hospital, as you 
think of one (just a lot of tents) and 1 
a few buildings, French frame bar- 1 
racks—set in a muddy field. France ( 
has the blackest, darkest nights and 1 
most muddy ground of any place on ( 
earth. 1 

There is a little village near here— E 
I mean there was a village here—for f 
this is part of the country the Huns I 
overran—and they leveled it to the c 
ground and practically every house in 
the place, also the church included, i 1 
but the French people have hoisted r 
up the bells—they were too heavy for i 
the Huns to carry off, evidently—and j c 
they are rung, rather beaten with big | 11 
hammers by hand, at the same hours n 
as before the war. Our food is good,! P 
with horse meat once in a while. It j t( 
is quite a delicacy. There are many a 
horses gassed or wounded. We are d 
somewhere in France, near enough to w 
the firing line to hear the barrage rs 
and see the flashes at night. fl 

Aeroplanes are thick as birds here- tl 
abouts, and the wonderful Liberty ai 
motor is at last on French soil. Just C( 
yesterday a Spad came down in a ^ 
plowed field about three kilometres ei 
from here, and I walked over and ^ >i 
had a fine time looking it over— ar 
machine guns and all. There are six ar 
of us sleeping in a nice, big, water- 
proof tent. For the floor we have ro 
the ground, which isn’t waterproof. se 
I sleep next to one of the boys from ar 
our unit, and we have great times, ^h 
Sometimes when the work has been de 
extra hard or a lack of “grub” or 
something, why the six of us hold an co 
“indignation meeting” and pour forth zel 
all our woes in real old army talk. im 
But all in all, I am getting on fine of 
and dandy; plenty of warm clothes, SU 1 
which is quite important. th« 

Well, mater dear, this is the longest ^ 
letter I have written for weeks. I 
am writing this at 2 a. m. in an op- I ~ 
erating room. I am waiting while an 
operation is going on and then my 
turn comes on for labor. I am on the | 
graveyard shift from 12 to 8 a. m. I 
haven’t received any mail for two 
months and won’t until I get back to 
my unit, and if I can’t get back to 
the unit by Christmas to get your gift 
box I will feel just as good, mother 
dear, for I know the spirit is there 
just the same, and I’ll feel as if I’m j 
receiving a box from home—so it’s all 
fine and dandy. Give my love to all 
at home, and much to you, mother 
mine. S0N .

“All official literature of an educa- 
I tional nature is furnished the tax¬ 
payer absolutely free. 

“Beware of impostors going among 
the farmers offering for sale a so- 
called account book for income tax 
records.” 

Collector of Internal Revenue Jus¬ 
tus S. Wardell sends out the above 
warning. 

Information has been received by 
the Collector from rural districts that 
persons representing themselves as 
Federal employees are, by adroit 
methods, trying to force the sale of a 
“gold-covered” volume bearing upon 
income tax matters, which they assert 
is published by a governmental j 
bureau or agency. ( 

“Any such representation is a . 
fraud,” declares Collector Wardell. \ 
“Every duly authorized officer of 
the United States Internal Revenue 
Service carries with him, at all times, £ 
the proper credentials. Demand them.

FOR OVERSEAS 

RED CROSS CHAPTER PREPARES 

TO INSPECT GIFT BONES FOR 

BOYS OVERSEAS. 

The time limit for sending Christ¬ 
mas boxes to soldiers in France has 
been extended to November 30, be¬ 
cause of the delay in arrival of the 
labels sent to friends and relatives. 

The Christmas box committee of 
the San Mateo Red Cross will be in 
the workrooms on Mondays and 
Thursdays from 10 a. m. to 5 p. m., 
when they will inspect and wrap 
packages. 

After November 21 any person not 
receiving a label and having a near 
relative in the A. E. F. may, on mak¬ 
ing an affidavit secure a box for 
Christmas shipment from the local 
chapter of the Red Cross. 

Only one box may go to each soldier 
and it must weigh not more than two 
pounds fifteen ounces when presented 
for inspection.

FAMILY SUGAR RATIONS ARE 

LIKELY TO BE INCREASED 


“WSB BCEAD” DAIS 
! HO WEB NECESSARY 

, Pure Wheat Flour May 
Be IJsed—Sugar Ra¬ 
tions Increased 
December 1. 

All restrictions on the use and the 
purchase of pure wheat flour have been 
officially removed by the United 
States Food Administration. The days 
of war bread are over. The housewife 
need no longer purchase substitute 
•cereals with her wheat flour, and the 
grocer has been relieved of regula¬ 
tions known as the 80-20 rule, which 
required him to sell one pound of sub¬ 
stitutes with each four pounds of 
wheat flour. Bakers are now per¬ 
mitted to bake pure wheat products 
for the first time since December 10, 
1917, when they were placed under 
license by presidential proclamation. 

The restrictions on wheat flour were 
removed with the signing of the armi¬ 
stice with Germany. That automat¬ 
ically released shipping, which made 
wheat available in India, Australia, 
South America and other countries, 
and relieved the pressure on the 
United States. The American public, 
whose voluntary sacrifices in food 
saving were of inestimable value in 
winning the war, was released from 
the war bread’’ pledge as soon as 
improved circumstances warranted in 
accordance with the promise of the 
Food Administration. 

Sugar Ration Increased. 
Beginning December 1st the sugar 
ration per person per month will be 
increased from three pounds to four 
pounds in California and several other 
states where beet raising, beet and 
cane sugar factories insure adequate 
supplies to warrant the increased al¬ 
lotment. 1 

After that date grocers may sell 
four pounds per person per month; 1 
restaurants may serve four pounds for 
each ninety meals, while bakers and 1 
manufacturers will be given increased 1 
allotments. Just what the increase 
to these classes of users will be has 1 
not yet been definitely determined. !

None is ask;>:l to 
sacrifice health or happiness in this 
new program of saving, but merely to 
exercise thought and care in tl o prep¬ 
aration and use of foods which can be 
exported to the famished "eople of 
Europe, who look to us for their sal¬ 
vation and relief from hunger and dis- 
tress. 

While the war is over, the need for 
conservation remains i" order that the 
American people may take their place 
as the “Big Brother” of the op- 
pressed and the suffering, and the 
Government confidently expects that 
the new appeal to the humanitarian 
feelings of the nation will be as ef¬ 
fective as was the food appeal batted

They soon joined arms with some 
15,000 workmen from the Beth¬ 
lehem shipbuilding plant, and to¬ 
gether they made things hum, making 
all the “natives” sit up and take no¬ 
tice of the boys who “built the ships 
which led to victory.” There was also 
big doings held in the evening at Bur¬ 
lingame, where the “Statue of Vic¬ 
tory” was unveiled before thousands, 
and which was celebrated by street 
dancing, singing, speeches and fire¬ 
works. Again it remained for Schaw- 
Batcher boys to start things, and on 
this occasion three of our employees 
were instrumental in the Burlingame 
“doings,” they being Finn H. Frolich, 
Louis Ghiloni and Fred Pelle.
